John S. Runnells, general counsel of the 
Pullman company, received advices from 
Boston yesterday confirming the news of 


Judge Colt’s decision. 


Shortly after the successful inauguration of 
the vestibule train system under the Pullman 
and Sessions patents the roads operating the 
Wagner line of sleepers and palace cars 
placed vestibule trains in service. The Pull- 
man company claimed the opposition trains 
were in the nature of infringements on the 
patents, and at once instituted injunction pro- 


ceedings. In this city actions were begun 


against the Michigan Central, the Lake Shore, 
the Northwestern, the Wabash, and all other 
roads operating the Wagner cars. At Boston 
a similar case was entered against the Boston 


and Albany. The actions in this city were 


not pressed, but held to await the decision of 
the court in the Eastern proceedings. In all 
the suits the Wagner company was made 
party defendant, 

In the case against the Boston and Albany, 
as in the others, the questions involved were: 
Whether the Pullman patents had been an- 
ticipsted by any other inventor; whether Mr. 
Pullman was the inventor of the vestibule 
system; whether the vestibule used by the 
defendants was an infringement on the Pull- 
man.patent. Upon all these points the court 
held in favor of the plaintiffs. The case was 
heard last June, Runnells, Offield & Towle of 
this city and Chauncey Smith and F. P. Smith 
of Boston representing the Pullmans. De- 
cision was reserved until yesterday. The 
counsel for the Wagner and Boston and Al- 
bany companies upon the anhouncement of 
the finding by the court asked that the vesti- 


bule trains of yesterday be permitted to be 


operated without.interference. The courtesy 
was extended by the plaintiff. Mr. Runnells 
will leave for Boston this morning to be pres- 
ent at the formal entry of the decree Satur- 
day. 

There was a story abroad yesterday to the 
effect that Mr. George M. Pullman had 
matured a plan to water the capital stock of 
the company 100 per cent. It was said the 
present capitalization was $5,000,000 and the 
stock was quoted at 170. Mr. Pullman, ac- 
cording to the fable, had been in New York 
arranging with Easterh stockholders for the 
increase to $10,000,000. Mr. Runnells and Al- 
fred S. Weinsheimer, Secretary, both say the 
statement has not the slightest basis in truth. 
“The story was doubtless started by some 
New York man with a vivid imagination,” 
said Mr. Runnells. “As a matter of fact, the 
capital stock 1s $25,000,000, and it is quoted at 
220 on the market. Mr. Pullman has not 
been in New York for two weeks, and at the 
meeting set for Oct. 16, the regular annual 
gathering of stockholders, no proposition to 
increase the capitalization will be presented.“

It isn’t everybody who knows just where 
“Little Hell“ is, The police know accurate- 
ly. Newspaper readers ten years ago knew 
vaguely from the daily reports of outbreaks in 
its population. Newspaper readers of today 
don’t know at all, for really the great glory of 
Little Hell” has departed, and only the em-

bers remain. King Jimmy O'Neill“ has 
seen his domain gradually slipping from him 
in the last ten years.

Wesson street began its ascent 
to the place of honor, and Little Hell“ 
became a comparatively civilized community. 
A man can almost safely walk through its 
muddy streets at noonday.

VIOLATED THE ANTI-LOTTERY LAW. 


The Weekly Edition of the Atlanta “Con- 
stitution” Seized by Postal Authorities. 
_Artianta, Ga., Oct. 9.—The postal authori- 
ties today seized the weekly edition of the 
Atlanta Constitution, which contained a 
prize distribution offer to its sub- 
scribers to be settled by a Chnstmas 
drawing. About one hundred thousand papers 


got out before the seizure was made, and the 


Northern edition of 15,000 is detained. The 
paper offered to give bond for any amount to 


‘cover any verdict which might be rendered, 


but the postal authorities’ were obdurate and 
refused to let the papers go through the mails. 

The objectionable feature consisted in the 
announcement that it would distribute prizes 


in its Christmas box, which feature the Con- 


stitution, like many other papers, 
has been running in connection with 
the weekly Constitution for 
The postal authorities glaim that this violates 
the recently passed Anti-Lottery law. When 
the law was passed the Constitution an- 
nounced that the newspapers ought to assist 
the Government in executing its pro- 
visions, and promptly stopped the publication 
of its regular lottery advertisements, not 
thinking that the law was intended to cover 
such features as that for which today’s edition 
was seized. The forms have been revised and 
the edition is now being reprinted. Other 
publications with similar announcements 
were also stopped.

Dr. Noble of Chicago, who accepted the con- 
clusions drawn by the committee of nine, 
protested against any approval of the report 
itself aud presented a resolution to that effect, 
which was adopted without particular objec- 
tion. The curious result was thus presented 
of an action which seemed to cast doubt and 
reflection on tne report of the committee of 
nine and its methods, while adopting unani- 
mously all its practical suggestions. So that 
both sides seemed to havethe impression that 
they had won a glorious victory.

REVISING THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


Presbyterians Still Puzzling Themselves 
Over the Doctrine of Predestination. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—At the 
meeting of the Committee on the Revision of 
the Confession of Faith today Dr. R. R. Booth 
of New York and Elder M. H. Stratton of 
New Jersey were selected to fill the vacancies 
on the committee caused by the resignation 
of two members. An invitation from Judge 
Strong to hold the hext meeting in the Church 
of the Covenant, Washington, D. C., was ac- 
cepted, The discussions today were of the 
same informal character: as those of yester- 
day. Opinions, 45 far as can be learned from 
conversations with the members, vary to a 
considerable extent. At the meeting this aft- 
ernoon opinions were read from the Cleve- 
land, Denver, and Winona Presbyteries ask- 
ing that. the third section of Art. III. be 
omitted from the Confession of Faith. The 
section reads: 

By the decree of God some men and angels are

reortiained to everlasting death. 

This section was the principal subject of dis- 
cussion and most of committeemen took 
part. No decision was reached, however, and 
it is thought improbable that the present ses- 
sion will accomplish anything beyond: the ex- 
pression of opinion on the sections marked for 
revision. 


COLLISIONS ON THE PAN-HANDLE, 


Three Freight Trains Wrecked—No Lives 
Lost—Considerable Property Destroyed. 

Newark, O., Oct. 9.—[Special. |—Two Pan- 
Handle freights, an eastand west bound, came 
in collision eleven miles east of here, near 
Frazeysburg, causing the demolition of both 
engines and about twenty cars. Trainmen 
saved their lives by jumping. The wreck was 
one of the worst ever happening on the road. 
There 18 no estimating the loss, being all the 
way from $12,000 to $30,000. The track was 
blocked all night. The trains colliding were 
west-bound third 71 and east-bound fourth 82. 
On the Cincinnati and Newark division, at 
Union Station, a journal of a freight car on an 
extra east-bound freight broke, fourteen cars 
were piled up in one confused mass, and the 
double track blocked. No one was hurt. The 
loss by this second wreck will be several 
thousand dollars.

FIXING CORPORATION ASSESSMENTS. 


The State Board Finishes Its Work—Row 
Over the Stock-Yards Railroad. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 9%.—{Special.]—The 
State Board of Equalization has completed its 
work. The last session was a stormy one, the de- 
bate at many times becoming vindictive, uproari- 
ous, and personal. The bone of contention was a 
Chicago corporation—the Union Stock-Yards and 
Transit company. The board asked the Attorney- 
General if it had power to assess the railroad 
operated by the company as a railroad. He said 
it had, and should doso. The Railroad Commit- 
tee wanted to do so when the board met this 
morning. The Capital Stock Committce had al- 
ready assessed the corporation on its stock and 
claimed to have covered everything, and the re- 
sult would be a double assessment. That com- 
mittee had already assessed the company $450,000 
more than last year.

ment or it would be doubly assessed, with a good 
chance of getting out of paying taxes in either

IS LAWLER A SUITABLE MAN FOR 
SHERIFF! 


About the only arguments now urged in fa- 
vor of the election of Frank Lawler as Sheriff 
of Cook County are that he is a good-na- 
tured fellow“ and that he “hustled for the 
World's Fair and to get pensions for the vet- 
erans.’’ These might have some weight if 
Lawler were a candidate for reélection to Con- 
gress or for some clerkship, like that of the 
Appellate Court, for instance, in which the 
duties are of a purely clerical character and 
industry and good nature essential require- 
ments in the incumbent of the office. In the 
matter of the Shrievalty it is quite different. 
To be a successful Sheriff of Cook County a 
man should be possessed of executive ability 
of high order &nd no ordinary experience as a 
disciplinarian. He should moreover be a man 
above the suspicion of entangling alliances, 
much less sympathy with the law-breaking 
and criminal classes. The Sheriff has extraor- 
dinary power in dealing with juries. His 
bailiffs summon the jurors, On special oc- 
casions they have to use their own discfetion 
in the selection of them, as in the Cronin case 
and the case of the boodle County Commis- 
sioners. On special occasions also the grand 
juries are selected entirely by the Sheriff. The 
grand jury that indicted the boodle Commis- 
sioners was selected by the Sheriff. The 
grand jury that indicted the jury bribers and 
the Cronin murderers was selected by the 
Sheriff. In fact, special grand juries have al- 
ways been selected to investigate frauds 
against the public by faithless public officers 
and when great crimes against law and order 
and the peace of the State have been com- 
mitted. . 

Now will. Frank Lawler’s best friends vent- 
ure to say that he would be the right kind of 
a man to intrust with the selection of a special 
grand jury to investigate charges of bribery, 
blackmail, or boodling against Aldermen or 
County Commissioners? With his own Council 
experience fresh in his memory would he not 
be disposed to select men friendly to the cor- 
rupt rascals? A fellow feeling would make 
Frank wondrous kind to indicted Aldermen 
and county officials. 

Suppose that boodle Aldermen or boodle 
Commissioners should be indicted by any 
grand jury, is it likely that Lawler would act 
with Spartan firmness in preventing the pack- 
ing of juries in favor of his old friends, co- 
parceners, and cronies perhaps? Is it likely 
that the bailiffs of his choosing, men recom- 
mended by the Sol Van Praags, Hinky 
Dinks, Daisy Quins, ‘‘ Mike Lawlers, 
and Red” Sheridans would jealously guard 
the juries under their charge from being tam- 
pered with? Ald, Cullerton as the manager of 
Lawler’s campaign would be a potent influ- 
ence in the naming of Lawler’s bailiffs and 
deputies. Would that astute gentleman be 
without influence with the bailiffs in case any 
of his friends in the Council should be on 
trial for infractions of the law? Is it necessary 
to ask how would the influence be exercised? 

Are not Lawler’s Council record, his whole 
career as a municipal officer, his methods, his 
policies, his demagogue tendencies fatal to the 
idea that he would be a competent or a desir- 
able Sheriff of this great county? He is too old 
now to change either his companions or his 
habits of mind. 


DESIRABLE RAILROAD REFORM. 
Chairman Walker of the Gentlemen’s As- 
sociation is reported to have written a letter 
suggesting means for obtaining relief from 
the present demoralization m Western rail- 
road business. He does not recommend 
„pooling, as that is forbidden by law, but 
the scheme which he appears to favor resem- 
bles the pool plan so closely that the case may 
be said to present a distinction without much 
of a difference. He wishes to terminate com- 
petition, especially in the making of rates, 
which he thinks should be fixed by boards of 
directors, and he favors the placing of this 
important matter in the administrative con- 
trol of asmall general-rate committee, stand- 
ing between the traffic departments of the 
roads on the one hand and the general public 
on the other. 

In making his recommendation Chairman 
Walker may aim too high, and perhaps has 
done so, as is necessary with the old- 
fashioned musket in order to hit the mark. 
But there can be no doubt as to the desirabil- 
ity ot a reform in methods of rate-making 
both for freight and passenger service by the 
railroads. To use his language: The several 
boards of directors should reassume the duties 
in this “respect which they have allowed to 
drift into the hands of their general freight 
and passenger agents and rate clerks,” That 
is precisely the change wanted, and it might 
be worth while to try that and see how it will | 
work before attempting other. things which 
may verge on the impossible. It cannot be 
denied that the directors have neglected 
a grave duty to those whom they 
represent, nor that the most deplorable con- 
sequences in management have followed such 


neglect. In allowing subordinatés to make | 


rates they have practically opened the door to 


most of the corruption and abuse that have been 


alleged against working officials in the last 
few years. It has directly fostered favoritism 
as between shippers and the cultivation of 
amicable relations between ticket-scalpers 
and passenger agents, which have resulted in 
the worst abuses it was sought to cut off and 
prevent by the passage of the Inter-State Com- 
merce act. It would be unreasonable to ex- 
pect that every one of these subordinate of- 
ficials is so pure and so honest that he cannot 
be tempted to discriminate in favor of his 
friends, who may be willing to make it 
to his interest to do so by allowing him 
a moderate percentage of the differ- 
ence between the rates made to 


| them and to the general public. It needs not 


to allege that all of them belong to the open- 
fisted order of humanity, or even that a ma- 
jority of them are capable of accepting bribes. 
That might be asserting more than the facts 
warrant. But there is no 3 —

FOR WORLD'S FAIR BONDS. 

At the meeting of the Republican Campaign 
Committee Wednesday the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That in printing the tickets the Com- 


mittee on Printing be instructed to print them: 
1. For the issue of city bonds for World's Fair 


purposes. 
2. For the issue of South Park bonds. 


3. For the amendment concerning savings 
banks, 


4. For the annexation of those portions of the 
county seeking annexation to the city. 


The form which the proposition concerning 
World’s Fair bonds will take will be as fol- 
lows: 

For the praposed amendment to Article 9 of 
the Constitution.‘ 

And the park bonds proposition will take 
the following form: 

For issuing the park bonds. 

The attorneys of the World’s Fair Directors 
and the attorneys of the Campaign Com 
mittee have decided that it is not necessary 
to submit the alternative propositions, 

The Democrats will probably follow the 
same forms in these respects, and there is 
hardly a doubt that both propositions will be 
adopted. But to make sure of this every man 
entitled to vote should register, so that he 
may vote in favor of the bonds. Opposition 
may spring up at any time. 

And in relation to the World’s Fair proposi- 
tion it should be remembered that it will be 
voted on throughout the State. The officers 
of the World’s Fair Directory should, there- 
fore, communicate at once with the Chairmen 
of the various political Campaign Com- 
mittees, the County Clerks of the several 
counties, and other proper officers, so that the 
proposition may be printed on the ballots in 
proper form. No time should be lost in doing 
this. The Chairmen of the Campaign Com- 
mittees will sbon begin to prepare their tick- 
ets for the printer. The bonds proposition 
should be printed on every ticket. Nothing 
should be left to chance, No one can tell 
yet whether opposition may not develop here 
among the malcontents who only a month 
or so ago were threatening the solid opposi- 
tion of the West Side.“ 


DEMOCRATIC MEMBERS CHAGRINED,. 

Pretending to favor free coinage of silver 
and yet opposing a Republican bill which will 
utilize as money the entire silver output of 
the mines of the United States the Democratic 
members found themselves in a tight place 
and had to resort to far-fetched and even 
ludicrous objections to the measure. Any one 
opposed to the use of silver or doubtful as to 
the policy of a currency inflation which will 
amount to at least $60,000,000 per annum 
might on principle oppose the conference bill, 
but it was hard for any one to do so and yet 
pretend to be heartily in favor of free coinage. 
If the Democratic members of Congress de- 
sired a greater use of silver to relieve an 
alleged currency constriction and stim- 
ulate business what more could they 
ask than a bill which would rapidly 
convert the entire silver product of this coun- 
try into money and put it into circulation? 
The trouble with the Democratic members 
was that they did not want any safe and ben- 
eficial expansion of the currency to take place 
as the result of Republican legislation and 
under a Republican Administration, but de- 
sired to force through an extreme and danger- 
ous Silver bill which the President would have 
been compelled to veto. Therefore great were 
their disappointment and chagrin when they 
were called to vote on a Republican bill which 
means free coinage to the extent of all the 
silver that can be produced in this country, 
excluding foreign hoards only, and yet is so 
carefully guarded that it proves safe when put 
into execution by the Treasury Department. 
Pretending to be the only true friends of 
silver and hoping to “ put the Republicans in 
a hole the Democratic members now face 
the record of having voted against a beneficial 
expansion of the currency. 

The plight in which the Democratic members 
have put themselves is shown by the fact that 
several of them actually objected to the pro- 
vision authorizing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to edeem certificates in gold or silver at 
his option. This would mean simply that 
if, for any reason, silver should not advance 
in value as its friends had hoped and expected 
the Treasury Department could put behind 
the certificates the strong props of gold re- 
demption. It is this feature of the bill which 
gives the strongest assurance that the tens of 
millions of silver to be thrown into circula- 
tion can be kept at par with gold. Perhaps, 
however, that is the very reason why the Dem- 
ocratic members objected to the provision. 
What they desired was to have gold and silver 
separate as money; for gold to disappear from 
circulation and silver to depreciate in pur- 

RISE IN THE PRICE OF MILK. 

The men who ship milk to this city have 
decided to raise the price about 20 per cent 
for the four months beginning with Novem- 
ber. The can of eight gallons is to be sold for 
$1.20 instead of 85 cents to $1.15, the range 
recently. It is claimed that the higher price 
is justified by the increased cost of feed for the

THE ARGENTINE TROUBLES. 
The news comes by cable that Buenos Ayres 


has passed through the throes of another panic 
this week because of a rumor. that a fresh revo- 
lution had broken out. This is not to be won- 
dered at in view of recent revelations in regard 
to the rottenness of the financial system, pub- 
lic and private, in that country. To the over- 
loaning of money on securities which do not 
secure, and the authorized issue of bank notes 
for vast amounts. of currency that can now 
hardly be passed at a big discount, is added 
the revelation that the circulation of the pro- 
vincial banks is several times larger than hith- 
erto supposed. Their note issues were with- 
drawn, nominally to be burned, on the plea 
that they were worn out, and fresh notes 
placed in circulation, But the old ones were 
not retired. They were sent out to do duty 
over again in company with the paper sup- 
posed to have succeeded them, and it is said 
that some of the banks have as many as six of 
these successive issues, all made within the 
last ten years, now in the hands of the public. 
Their circulation is thus six times that author- 
ized by law and confessedly worth not more 
than 16 per cent of its face value, even if there 
has been no other mismanagement, which is 
improbable. Such an offense against the peo- 
ple could hardly be committed without per- 
sonal corruption among the officials, and pos- 
sibly when the whole truth comes out it will 
be found they have appropriated the entire 
oyster, leaving.only its shells in the hands of 
the public. 

By the side of this a few facts about the 
much talked of but in this country little un- 
derstood cedulas may be interesting reading. 
They are gathered from the report of the 
Chief of the Fiscal Admmistration in the 
Province of Buenos Ayres for the year 1889. 
One piece of property originally valued by the 
official assessors at $433,980 was reduced on 
the owner’s petition to $219,248, or ‘nearly 100 
percent. Yet on that piece of property the 
Provincial Mortgage Bank had loaned $840,- 
000 and placed on the market cedulas for that 
amount, though it professed to lend only 50 
per cent of the valuation made by its own in- 
spectors. In five other cases a total 
of $3,195,000 was advanced on an of- 
ficial valugtion of $6,390,000, while 
the equally official“ assessors rated 
the security as worth only $605,000. Ex- 
amples of taxpaying on a basis far below the 
actual value of the property are not rare in 
this country, but the differences are scarcely 
so wide as those in the Argentine country, 
and when they have occurred in the past the 
accompanying land bobms were followed by 
disaster to holders and lenders. The assessed 
value of land and house property in the whole 
province for last year was $964,000,000, near- 
ly four-fifths of which was rural. Exactly 
one-fourth part of this changed ownership 
during the twelve months, and the above com- 
parson would indicate that fully $1,000,000,000 
(in paper) was lent on it, to say nothing of the 


other borrowings by owners of property that 


was not sold. Probably this real estate with 


all its incumbrances and improvements, not 


omitting the ornamental mortgage on top, 
could not be sold for anything like the value 
at which it was officially assessed last year for 
purposes of taxation. It would not fetch half 
that if it had to be paid for in the kind of 
money current in — and the United 
States. 

The subsidence of the boom on which cedu- 
las were issued for vastly more than the en- 
tire face of the country is worth today, and 
during which the banks issued notes on an 
equally comprehensive scale, has left the peo- 
ple poor, besides entailing semi-ruin on thou- 
sands of European capitalists who put their 
money into that sink-hole. The latter are far 
away from the scene, and have to bear their 
sorrows in silence except assome of them may 
choose to exercise the inalienable privilege of 
a Britisher by airing his griefs in the columns 
of the Times. But the people in Argentina 
are even worse off. They are in the midst of 


the suffering entailed by the collapse, which 


so far as can be judged at this distance can be 
little short of general bankruptcy and wide- 
spread physical want.. The discontent among 
all classes, and especially those least amena- 
ble to reason, cannot at the best but resem- 
ble the slumbering forces of a volcano, and is 
liable to break out into active revolution at 
any moment, It is precisely the condition 
that tends to develop “ treason, stratagems, 
and spoils’? among thousands of men who 
feel that they cannot in any case be worse off 
than at present and tliat any change must 
bring an improvement.

NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA SHOULD BE 
REUNITED. 

It appears to be the impression of every 
Territorial Governor that it is his bounden 
duty in making his yearly report to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior to stick in a strong 
plea” for the immediate admission of bis lit- 
tle “‘ principality” as a sovereign State, There 
seems to be no other reason for doing 
it than a wish to gain popularity with the 
officeseeking class of inhabitants. It is a 
cheap and easy method of tickling their van- 
ity and ministering to their ambition. 

There is no other way of accounting for the 
fact that Gov. Prince of New Mexico has just 
made a plea for Statehood for the illiterate 
population over whom he rules. The statistics 
which he gives in his report show that his plea 


has no foundation in substantial justice. It 


appears that the population, such as it is, 
numbers 153,000, which shows an increase of 
only 20 per cent in ten years, which is far be- 
low the average rate of gain for the whole 
country. And of the 153,000 three-quarters 
are unfit to exercise the privileges 
connected with Statehood. Though New 
Mexico has been a part of the United 
States for over forty years, the mongrel popu- 
lation which inhabits it, consisting of Azteca 
and a eross of Indians and Spaniards, is 
plunged in the deepest ignorance and super- 
stition to be found anywhere in this country. 
It clings to its foreign tongue, its alien man- 
ners and customs, and its degraded habits of 
life. The Americans who have settled there 
seem to be unable to make any impression on 
this mass of stolid ignorance. 

By reinforcing the handful of white Ameri- 
cans in the eastern end with the dominant 
Ameriean element of the western or Arizona 
part the intelligent, capable element would 
control the government of the State. Two 
railroads cross both Territories from east to 
west, from Texas to Southern California, and 
two come down from Colorado, and another 
is being constructed from Utah through a 
part of Arizona to California. Both Arizona 
and New Mexico have railway connections | 


with the railroad systems of Old Mexico. 
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the greasers seem to be fit for little be 
yond being shepherds. When it comes to 
sheep the Territory-can hold its own. It can 
do more than that; it can knock the hind- 
sights off the wool-growers east of the 
Mississippi River. It is estimated that 750,- 
000 sheep have been shipped East and sold 
for mutton during the year, and that the wool 
crop this season was about 10,000,000 pounds. 
In 1880 it was 4,000,000 pounds. These figures 
show where the cheaper wool comes from 
which is vexing the souls of the Ohio and 
Michigan sheep farmers so much. It does 
not come from the Argentine, Australia, or 
Syria, but from the semi-arid regions of the 
Southwest, as Taz TMRnOUxR has often pointed 
out. : 


The Governor of Arizona also puts in a plea 
for Statehood, with its 59,000 inhabitants 
a gain of only 19,000 in ten years. The 
Territory has a far larger American popula- 
tion in proportion to its total numbers than 
New Mexico, but it is not big enough to stand 
alone, and never will be amy more than 
Nevada. It is one of those empty sacks which, 
as poor Richard says, find it hard to stand 
upright. Were it made a State it would be

DANGEROUS LEAKS IN THE TREASURY. 


The Exhibit Made by the Commissioner of 
Pensions. 

Philadelphia Telegraph (Rep.): The work of 
the Pension Bureau is again presented for the 
consideration of the country. Certainly no ob- 
servant citizen can read the annual report of the 
Commissioner without pausing to reflect. At the 
end of the last fiscal year, June 30. there were 
537,000 pensioners on the roll, nearly 400,000 of 
these being surviving soldiers. There is again pre- 
sented some most extraordinary figures concern- 
ing the survivors and dependents of the alleged 
War of 1812 and the scrimmage with Mex- 
ico. timore buried its last * Old 
Defender” some years ago, likewise 
Philadelphia the last survivor of the old 
fellows who used to meet in Independence Hall 
on Andy Jackson’s day. Still it is learned that 
there are 413 men on this pension roll, yet it is 
8 years since peace was declared with 
Great Britain; thus every one of this heroic 400 
must be past 90 years ofage. It wotld be most

But the most astonishi exhibit is that 
whieh shows still living 8.610 widows of the sol- 
diers of the War of 12. Of course many and * 
haps most of these may have been the second or 
third mates of the warriors who fought the British 
but it certainly is remarkable that so many * 
these widows should still be living today.

Untrue in Fact. 
This is based on an imperfect computation of 


net income. is untrue, and is prejudicial as affect- 


ing the public mind. From the amount of net 
earnings for Iowa as stated by the Governor, $11,- 
$61,310.09, must taken interest, rental, and 
taxes. The approximate fact fora groupof twen- 
ty-two roads (some roads not reported), according 
to the Commissioners’ report for 1889. the a 
of earnings over operating expenses, interes 
rentals, and taxes was for lowa, $1,273,915.33, while 
the taxes paid aggregated $1,145,931.83, thus about 
equally dividing the final excess o 2 ex- 
cluding taxes, between the State and the stock hold- 
ers.
